* Critical capital projects directly enabling work, education, and health
monitoring, include remote options, in response to public health
emergency and COVID

e Guidance released September 20

* Presumptive eligible projects:
* Broadband infrastructure
* Digital connectivity technology
* Multi-purpose community facilities
e Case-by-Case review for other proposed projects

* General infrastructure (highways, bridges, transit systems, ports) are ineligible

* Grant application, agreement and plan required
